Incident Summary:   
On Wednesday, March 24, 2021, at 2:03PM, Columbus Police Officers were called to 3264 Plum Creek Dr. 
by 36-year-old Bryan Adams on a report of a female who was not breathing.  On arrival, officers and 
medics found 32-year-old Kayla Rummell unresponsive.  CFD Medic 28 pronounced Rummell deceased 
at scene at 2:14PM.  After learning Rummell was deceased Adams left the scene with Airabella Rummell, 
Rummell’s 5-year-old daughter.  Adams returned to scene with Airabella after seeing news reports 
stating that Airabella had been reported as missing.   
 
At this point in time the cause of Rummell’s death is unknown and homicide detectives are investigating.
